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landfill notices raise ire again 


Bureaucratic lightnin 3 
city residents second time 


BELLE GLADE - Lightning may not strike in the same place 
twice but residents of Vaughn Circle have found out 
bureaucratic errors can and do. 

For the second time since June 10, 29 homeowners on the 
Sugar Subdivision Street have received notice а landfill will 
be built within 1000 feet of their property and a number of 
them let City Manager Robert Sanders know Monday they 
didn't like the idea. 

The original notices were mailed on June 10 by the Florida 
Bureau of State Lands, informing the residents they would 
soon be neighbors to the landfill unless they objected. 

It was only after the objections started pouring in to city 
officials, who had nothing directly to do with the notices, that 
the error was. found. 

The site, now owned by the state, is where the Palm Beach 
County Solid Waste Authority hopes to construct a landfill, an 
incinerator and a mulching operation. It actually lies 
adjacent to the existing city landfill more than 7,000 feet from 
Vaughn Circle. 

The original mistake was made when Florida Land and Title 
Co. in West Palm Beach supplied an erroneous list of names 
to the Bureau of State Lands. 

The Authority is applying to the state to have the land 
donated for the solid waste facility which is supposed to 
provide service to the entire western part of the county. 

The second mistake, according to Bureau of State Lands Ind 
management specialist Kathryn Daniels, was no mistake at 
all. She said she had been advised by Bureau attorneys that 
since the people originally notified had failed to withdraw 
their objections, although the objection was based on 
erroneous information, they would have to be nótified of the 
hearing. 

The second notice was thrown into further confusion when 
the Bureau failed to have the hearing advertised in time and 
now Mrs. Daniels said anothér hearing has been tentatively 
scheduled for 9:30 a.m. Oct. 27 at the City Commission 
Chambers at 33 West Avenue A, although she still hasn't 
notified the newspaper to have the legal notice run.

Seining update given 


BELLE GLADE-The Florida 
Game and Fresh Water Fish 
Commission hopes to document 
this year the Comission's seining 
Operation in Lake Okeechobee is 
accomplishing the goals set down 
before the operation began 11 
months ago. 

Lotharian Ager, the Commis- 
sion's project leader fot the Lake 
Okeechobee Fisheries and Man- 
agement Program, updated the 
Belle Glade Rotary Club on the 
project Tuesday and said there 
have been problems but he feels 
the 5 million pounds of fish which 
have already been harvested 
should be contributing both 
towards less pollution and the 
prospect of larger fish being 
caught by sports fishermen. 

Besides enforcement problems, 
however, ' Ager said another 
problem the Commission hasnt 
been able to solve has been the 
marketing of all the fish involved. 

He cited the black crappies 
being caught and dumped because 
there have been no buyers. “We 
thought we could sell them to the 
prisons,” he said, “but they've 
come up with any number of 
reasons why they cant."

What at first may have appéared to be an exercise in 
futility, when a group of local Cubans protested U.S: 
overtures to the Castro regime, could act as a reminder to 
Americans what their grass roots political heritage is. 

When we-first heard about the petition being passed 
around last week in the Cuban community, we felt, the same 
way many others did. Why protest to the city fathers? What 
can they do? * 

What they could do was authorize a resolution supportig 
the petition and fire both documents on to President Carter, 
Congressman Paul Rogers and U.S. Senators Lawton Chiles 
and Richard Stone. 

And if enough petitions and resolutions are sent to the 
people who can and do make foreign policy...or ratify the 
treaties in the Senate, somebody's going to start to pay 
attention. 

Lest we forget, it was in just this small way that the seeds 
for the American Revoltuion were sown. People at the local 
"level got ‘mad about King George's policies and started 

agitating to dc something: about them. ~ 

There were only 71 colonists at Lexington, not nearly as 
many as the signatories to the petition presented to, the 
commission Monday night. 

It all had to start somewhere and if the people of this area, 
Cuban and Anglos, don't like the idea of the recognition of the 
Castro régime, and there are good humanistic and economic 
reasons, where better than at the local government level. 

- If the buck stops in the Oval Office, it can as easily start in 
Belle Glade...and a lot of other Belle Glades where people

This week the state started ruffling again when the local 
residents received notice a public hearing was going to be 
held Oct. 6 on whether the state should donate... the land or 
which the landfill is to be constructed. 

The explanation given was that since those Vaughn Circle 
residents were first notified, even if it was a mistake, they had 
to be notified again.’ There was no explanation as to why no 
explanatory letter was included with the notice. The result 
was another group of angry citizens trooping into City 
Manager Robert Sanders’ office demanding an explanation. 

And the whole thing could have been avoided by a simple 
inclusion of a description of the land which could be 
understood by laymen, along with the legal description.

They're crazy 


The following editorial is reprinted from the July 18, 1977 
issue of The Florida Times Union. 

“Police in several jurisdictions. across the nation...say: 

"You know, he has no remorse.. 

Thus began a recent news account by Brad Holt in the 
Washington Star concerning one Allen Leroy Anderson, who 
has pleaded guilty or no contest to three murders, is charged 
with three more and is a prime suspect, in seven states, in 
others. Nice guy. 

He is reported to have described, in detail, eight killings to 
one detecitve. Ballistic evidence, fingerprints and other 
physical evidence link all eight murders to the same 
perpetrator; 

*‘Seven of the victims, ” the account continues, ‘‘were shot 
execution-style in the back of the head. The eighth was 
bludgeoned with a hammer...” 

And then the revealing part of the story: 

“Since his capture, Anderson. apparently has worried 
more about avoiding the dealth penalty in Florida than about 
professing his innocence. 

“One of Anderson’s court-appointed attorneys said...that 
Anderson’s first concern was that he avoid being executed. 
The attorney, Lester Gendron, said Anderson told him he 
avoided committing-murders in Texas because he knew they 
had a dealth penalty there. 

"Anyone who thinks the death penalty: is not a deterrent is 
crazy," Gendron said.. 

To continue: 

<<. Ла Florida they would like to put Anderson on death row 
with the other 86 condemned persons...Ultimately they would 
like to put Anderson in the electric chair. 

“But they will probably have to wait until at least 1994 to do 
it. In January Anderson made a deal. 

“He pleaded guilty to a murder in Mitmesota, where the 
case against him wasn’t strong, on the condition that he be 
able to serve his time there (thus delaying return to possible 
execution in Florida)...’’ 

There is, in this account, a moral which is virtually 
impossible to miss. But just in case anyone could do so, it can 
be spelled out. 

This remorseless killer ‘‘avoided committing murders in 
Texas because he, knew they had a dealth penalty there.” 

Anderson appredtly didn't realize, at the time, that Florida 
does have a death penalty. 

If so, some innocent victim, now dead, could well still be 
living. 

The facts show that Anderson is be no means alone in his 
fear of the death penalty. This nation’s annual murder rate 
averaged around 8,000 victims, consistently, during the last 
three decades that capital punishment was still operative. 
Then with capital punishment shoved in limbo, it more than 
doubled in a decade.

Gold Coast Gardener

With our recent heavy rains, 
many people have become concern- 
ed about whether or not fertilizers 
that were applied previous to the 
rains have now been leached out. 
In most cases, unless the fertilizer 
used contains a high percentage of 
organic nitrogen, it would be 
advisable to re-apply fertilizer to 
any plants that have not been 
fertilized since July. In most cases 
lit takes only two or three inches of 
rain to wash out most of the 
soluble components of your fertili- 
тег and then the plant will very 

uickly start to exhibit signs of 
deficiencies, especially iron, man- 
and magnesium. 

Since many people normally 
fertilize this month or in Octover, 
if you do have to fertilize do not 
apply extremely large quantities. 
Fruit trees. normally would not 
néed additional fertilizer until next 
month. Ornamental plants, how- 
ially small ones, should 


quality one. The old saying of “you 
get what you pay for'"is especially. 
true when it coms to fertilizer 
components. Many times that 
Bargain special that you feel is 
really a bargain may not contain 
everything your plant desires or 
needs and you would be forced to 
use another fertilizer to supple- 
ment the cheap type that did not 
contain all the necessary nutrients.

The entire breeding staff work- 
ed on the development of the new 
variety, which is being registered 
with Crop Science, a worldwide 
agricultural.journal. Researchers 
at the Canal Point station who 
helped develop the variety are: 
E.R. Rice, Research Agronomist; 
Dr. J.D. Miller, Research Geneti- 
cist; Dr. N.I. James, formerly 
Research Agronomist now staff 
and Dr. J.L. Dean, Research Plant 
Pathologist. 

The objective of the breeding 
program, Dr. Miller 'said, is to 
select superior varieties. "We test 
against. the leading commercial 
variety" which at this time is CP 
63-588. The team is constantly at 
work searching for new superior 
varieties. "I'd say that in any 
given year, we are in the process of 
testing probably about 70,000 
varieties in the whole breeding 
program, all at different stages of 
testing." 

Dr. Miller noted the two out- 
standing characteristics of the new 
variety, CP 70-1133, are 1) its high 
tonnage'in plant cane and 2) its 
high tonnage in stubble crops. 

Sugarcane is harvested three to 
five consecutive years from the 
same planting and the successive 
crops are called stubble crops. In 
field tests conducted .in Palm 
Beach, Hendry and Glades coun- 
ties, CP 70-1133 produced at least 
20% more sugar than the check 
variety in the first stubble crop 
and at least 45% more in second 
stubble crop.

CP 70-1183 is particularly good 
in growing back and producing 
large amounts of sugar per unit of 
cultivated land. Thus it will not 
have to be replanted as often as 
other varieties, saving on produ; 
tion costs. 3

Other characteristics important 
in a sugarcane variety are its 
milling qualities, its fiber content, 
its resistance to diseases, and its 
stalk weight. On these counts. CP 
70-1133 compared favorably with 
other varieties presently being 
grown in the Glades sugarcane 
producing region. 

The new variety's cold tolerance 
is somewhat identical to that of 
variety -588, Dr. Miller said, which 
this year occupies about 3896 of 
the sugarcane grown in Florida. . 

CP 70-1133. is опе of the most 
promising varieties developed in 
recent years.

Quite often, my office receives 
calls from,throughout the state on 
auto insurance problems, « This 
week, I am going to answer some 
of the most often asked questions 
as clearly and concisély as possible. 
Imay have answered some of the 
questions in previous columns. 
However, many Floridians are still 
unsure about automobile insurance 
coverage. 

Q. What type of insurance cov- 
erage is required under the law for 
my private passenger automobile? 

A. Personal Injury Protection, 
commonly called “PIP,” is the only 
type of coverage required for the 
private passenger automobile. I 
might add though, if you are in an 


accident or if you are convicted of 
certain driving offenses, you may 
also be required to purchase 
liability insurance or show proof of 
"financial responsibility" before 
you can continue to drive. 

Q. What is personal 
protection? 

A. This is what is better known 
as your no-fault coverage. If you 
are in an accident, your own 
company will pay you for the first 
$5,000 of your medical bills and lost 
wages, regardless of who was at 
fault. Under the law, . however, 
PIP payments are limited to 80 per 
cent of your medical expenses and 
60 per cent of lost wages.
